Paul Looney ends search for 
ultimate theatrical gesture

Now playing at Shelton 
State: The Life And Times of 
Paul K. Looney and the Theatre 
Tuscaloosa. 

In 1980. Looney came to 
Shelton State and Theatre Tusca- 
loosa with a vision: a facility 
where he could produce outstand- 
ing performances, teach students, 
create scenery and put his feet up 
on his desk at the end of the day. 

After 18 years, with the 
opening of the Bean-Brown The- 
atre at Shelton State, in coopera- 
tion with Theatre Tuscaloosa, that 
vision has become a reality.... 
Now It's showtime! 

"When I first came to Shel- 
ton State in 1 980, it was a differ- 
ent universe than we're in now, w 
says Looney. 

Referring to the lack of gen- 
eral support from the community 

and the absence ol a central facil- 



ity from which to work, Theatre 
Tuscaloosa has came a long way 
from garage storages and ware- 
house practice halls. 

Looney was hired when 
community theatre in Tuscaloosa 
was at its lowest ebb. Looney 
himself reveres the old crowd of 
Tuscaloosa Community Players 
who bravely staged productions 
in the I970's with little support 
and less leadership. He had just 
finished his Master of Fine Arts 
degree from the University of Ala- 
bama and he and his wife, Susan, 
had reasons for wanting to stay 
around in West Alabama. 

At the same time, Shelton 
State was just beginning to estab- 
lish itself as a college entity and 
was looking for affordable ways 
to enhance its programs. A mar-

Wide eyes of amazement, eager- 
ness, and fear were seen an the Shelton 
campus as freshman registration began. 
I decided to break the ice with the new 
students and ask them some questions 

about themselves and the upcoming year 
at Shelton. 

I asked 60 freshmen questions 
about their expected participation in 
extracurricular activities at Shelton. 

Intramural sports have yet to catch 
on at Shelton, but 1 8% of the Freshmen 
showed some interest; 30% of the new 
students plan on attending plays at Shel- 
ton. 

The Shelton food court should be 
buzzing with hungry freshmen this se- 
mester as 82% said they plan to eat there. 

I was interested in how involved 
the freshmen were in Shelton and the 
University of Alabama sports. I asked 
the freshmen if they planned on attend- 
ing any Shelton or U.A sporting events. 
53% said they would attend Shelton's 
sports, a few more said they would at- 



tend U.A.'s events (63%). 

I wondered what the first im- 
pressions were of the Shelton Cam- 
pus and how the freshman felt about 
the upcoming year. 

I found that 48% of the fresh- 
men had an excellent first impres- 
sion of Shelton and 43% had a good 
first impression. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of freshmen are view- 
ing the upcoming year optimisti- 
cally: 93%. 

I was curious, with all the 
stress of registration, how many 
freshman knew what their major 
would be and if they planned on 
studying any technical fields of 
study at Shelton. Seventy percent 
of the freshmen knew exactly what 
their major would be. 

And I was surprised to see 
that a large amount of the fresh- 
men, 78%, planned to do some 
studying in technical fields at Shel- 
ton.

Britt 
Turner, the Technical dean, tire 
lessly promotes the practicality of 
technical classes and looks glee- 
fully to the forthcoming year. 

"We are starling a new pro- 
gram in the heavy equipment op- 
eration, teaching people how to 
drive big Tonka Trucks and bull- 
dozers," Turner said teasingly. 

"We are expanding our ma- 
chine tool program further into the 
high schools.

In a Courier mass-interview 
session with incoming freshmen, 
most students seemed genuinely ex- 
cited about starting at Shelton State. 



1 
want to go out and meet new people 
because this is my freshman year," 
said Gcnenia Skipper. 

Because of the atmosphere 
and mood of Shelton Stale, many 
new students chose this campus af- 
ter the hustle and bustle of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. 

Brook English made her deci- 
sion easily. "Instead of going to a 
four-year college, I chose to come 
here. You can get a lot more atten- 
tion:' 

Esther Davis said she isn't 
ready for large-University life be- 
cause "everything is so laid back 
here at Shelton." 

Shelton State has definitely 
come a long way from the three- 
hour registration wait at the old 
Skyland Campus. There are more 
open dates and times for freshmen 
registration. There is also more in- 
formation available for freshmen 
students choosing their classes. 

The attractiveness of Shelton 



State to incoming freshmen is 
helped also by the new campus.

Freshmen say they expect to 
meet a lot of new people. "I moved 
from a town of 3,000 people and it 
was a culture shock coming here. 
Bigger, better, and more fun," said 
one. 

To many students, new and 
old, Shelton serves as but a step on 



the ladder of their educational ca- 
reer.

Jamie Parker is taking the 
same course, "Next semester I prob- 
ably will get involved, but I plan to 
concentrate on my school right 
now." 

The thing that makes many 
new students comfortable at Shel- 
ton State may be the fact that the 
school itself is almost as new to this 
as they are. Many faculty members 
are still getting used to the campus 
inside and out, the traffic, and the 
surrounding community. It feels 
good to students to see teachers 
with a look of confusion on their 

faces that matches their own. 

The anticipation is building 
and the new freshman class is about 
to embark on what experts say will 
be the best years of their lives. 
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riage contract was written then that has 
survived 18 years of give and take, and 
ups and downs. 

To this day, Looney has a difficult 
time explaining all the details of his rela- 
tionships with both Theatre Tuscaloosa 
and Shelton State. Suffice it to say that he 
is the director of both, using the man- 
power of the college to help produce his 
well-received productions and using the 
productions as a teaching tool for his 
college students. 

When the new Shelton College cam- 
pus was "complete" in July of 1997 there 
was at least one conspicuous shortcom- 
ing. There was an impressive tower where 
the theatre was supposed to be, but there 
wasn't enough money to put in the seats 
and purchase the equipment needed. "That 
could have been a disaster and it seemed 
so at the time," Looney says. But he has 
also always felt that his theatre program 
was somehow subject to divine interven- 
tion that makes things work out for the 
best. 

"The col lege officials came forward 
and said that i f Theatre Tuscaloosa could 
raise the money to complete the theatre it 
could be theirs. I went to our board and 
they were happy to take on the challenge." 
Thus the marriage between the college 
and Theatre Tuscaloosa has become en- 
hanced with community property owner- 
ship. 

"I am so excited that no one can 
imagine," says Looney. "Just imagine 
your most wild fantasies coming true. 
That is what has happened to me. I 
dreamed of these things back in 1 980, but 
Ididn'tdare mention them to Leo Sumner, 
Tom Umphrey and Arthur Howington. 
They would have had me committed or at 
least fired me." 



Instead, these Shelton State adminis- 
trators shared Looney's vision for a first-rate 
theatrical program, to the extent he would let 
them in on his plans. 

"I believe Theatre Tuscaloosa really 
helped establish the college," Looney says. 
"We started putting on all of our material 'in 
cooperation with Shelton State Community 
College' and people began to realize that 
good things we're happening at the college. 
When we did first-rate work, the community 
began to take a closer look at all of the college's 
teachers and programs." 

The mutual-nurturing relationship be- 
tween Shelton and Theatre Tuscaloosa will 
mean great new things for students. Having a 
professional-quality theatre with wardrobe, 
lighting, sound and other systems available 
will allow the college to produce student 
productions for the first time. 

As a matter of fact, Looney seems as 
excited, if not more, about the production of 
Our Town from Nov. 4-8 as he is the first 
Brown-Bean production (of My Fair Lady) 
by Theatre Tuscaloosa Oct. 16-18 and 22-25. 

Our Town will be the first show in the 
inaugural season for the Shelton State Theatre 
Department. "The show will be open for the 
whole community to participate in, but we 
will be concentrating mostly on students, giv- 
ing them a showcase for their talent and the 
opportunity to work with professionals in a 
professional setting," explains a very proud 
Paul Looney. 

More than 20,000 people pay tickets to 
see Theatre Tuscaloosa plays each year and 
the enterprise has been cited by various groups 
as one of the mainstays of quality-of life 
claims for West Alabama. 

The name of Shelton State has enjoyed 
the prestige of Looney 's theatrical enterprise 
for the last two decades and now they have 
both taken a tremendous leap forward. 

The Tuscaloosa Fine Arts Center at 
Shelton State is a set-up that is unique in this 
area. The Bean-Brown Theatre, completed 
with the generosity of Mr. A.H. Bean, seats 



450. The Alabama Power Recital Hall across 
the hall from the theatre is a cozy spot for 100, 
just right for intimate musical productions. 
There is also the Wilson Carr Rehearsal Hall, a 
music studio for instruction, and choral and 
orchestral practice rooms. The art department 
and dance department also have galleries and 
studios nearby. 

But, of course, it is the grandious theatre 
that has the visionary Paul Looney so excited. 
He insists that the new Shelton stage has fea- 



tures that rival anything in the Southeast, includ- 
ing the Shakespeare Theatre in Montgomery. 
"We have the technology of the late 90's," says 
Looney. An orchestra pit, dressing rooms for a 
cast of 50, and ample room for Hying scenery 
make Looney's heart soar and his thespian's 
voice croon in delight. 

The culmination of a lifetime of work and 
perseverence has finally born fruit here on cam- 
pus. Theatre Tuscaloosa, Shelton and the rest of 
Tuscaloosa cant wait to see the next act.
